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Tuition increases for 1997-98 year 


4 percent increase approved by board of trustees

Students recently received a memo 
from Clarke President Catherine Dunn, 
BVM, stating that the board of trustees 
had approved a 4 percent increase in 
charges for the 1997-98 academic year. 

According to the memo, “The tuition 
you pay covers 66 percent of the cost of 
providing you with the quality education 
you want. The college funds the remain- 
ing 34 percent of the cost through its fund 
raising efforts. As the costs for providing 
your education escalate, we continue to 
Strive to keep the portion you pay at 
affordable levels.” 

The 1997-98 academic year has result- 
ed in an increase in tuition of $12,199 per 
year, 

A double room in the Mary Josita Hall 
and Mary Benedict Hall will both cost 
$2,246. Single rooms for the Mary 
Benedict, Mary Josita and Mary Frances 
Halls cost $2,820. 

In terms of board, the 19-meal plan 
and the 12-meal flex plan will both cost 
$2,413, the 14-meal plan will cost 


$2,309, and the 10-meal plan will cost 
$2,231.

The memo states, “To attract and 
retain high quality teachers, we must

A tuition comparison report for Clarke 
College states that this 4 percent increase 
for the 1997-98 academic year has been 
one of the lowest in the past 10 years. In 
fact, the 1987-88 academic year tuition 
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increased 6.9 percent, but during the 
1988-89 academic year students experi- 
enced a 9.9 percent increase in tuition. 
Since then, tuition increase has fluctuated 
between 5 percent and 8 percent. 

“We realize that the percentage by 
which tuition increases must go down, 
therefore our goal each year is to try to 
decrease this percentage as much as pos- 
sible,” said Jim Prince, vice president for 
business and finance. 

Freshman student Catherine Quan 
commented, “the increase in charges for 
the next academic year should go toward 
something that students can benefit from, 
like improvements of the dorms.” . 

In response to comments like those, 
Clarkes’ five-year projection, which was 
based on student and teacher surveys, 
includes the need for additional student 
housing, refurbishment of the dorms, 
more classrooms and a student activity 
center. 

None of these plans have been 
approved as yet but they are being dis- 
cussed. eo 


Business looks to add master’s program

The accounting/business department 
at Clarke College is currently in the midst 
of many changes. Among those changes 
are a request to offer a master’s degree in 
Management and the replacement of two 
members of the department. 

In April, a Focused Visit Team from 
Clarke’s regional accrediting agency, 
the Chicago-based North Central 
Association, recommended approval of 
Clarke’s request to offer a master’s 
degree in management. According to 
John S. Wozniak, F.S.C., Ph.D., Vice 
President of Academic Affairs, this pro- 
8ram will be initially “offered on-site at 


John Deere and in time brought on-cam- 
pus and incorporated into (Clarke’s) 
Evening Division.” 

Wozniak noted a number of signifi- 
cant advances in the accounting/business 
department over the past five years. 

They include an increase in the num- 
ber of faculty, additional programs and 
concentrations, regional awards for the 
Small Business Institute (SBI) and 
Students in Free Enterprise (SIFE), and 
finally the department becoming “the 
number one producer of credit hours” at 
the college. 

“I feel very positive about these 
changes,” Wozniak said. “The opportu- 


nities for the students are spectacular.” 

Two long-time members of the 
accounting/business department, Thomas 
Tully and Dirk Voetberg, will leave 
Clarke to pursue “new challenges at 
another Dubuque college,” Wozniak said. 

Many students are upset because they 
are “losing crucial role models who are 
essential to (their) success in college,” 
Michelle Thompson, a junior marketing 
major, said. 

“Tam upset and very disappointed in 
the way Clarke misvalues their greatest 
assets - their professors and students,” 
Thompson said. 

The professors leaving will also affect 


the extensions of the department, includ- 
ing SIFE. 

Susan Mayer, a senior accounting and 
business administration double major, 
said, “I see it as a struggle for the SIFE 
connection next year because Tom 
(Tully) was our leader.” 

“It’s going to be hard for someone 
new in the SIFE organization to jump in 
at the caliber we are at already,” Beth 
McGrath, a sophomore accounting and 
business administration double major 
said. 

“It's going to be a big change but

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Alterman goes to Asia for research

Lon Alterman, an associate professor of biology at 
Clarke, will be taking Erik Balster, a sophomore chem- 
istry major, to Southeast Asia to look at the behavior of 
the loris from May 20 to July 10. 

“This internship is the most exotic this year because 
we are going to Southeast Asia to capture some lorises. 
We will let them loose in a wildlife preserve with no 
known predators.” Alterman said. 

He said they will find out about the loris’s behavior, 
which no one has ever watched scientifically before. 

“The world is waiting for what we find out,” he said. 

Alterman and Balster plan to go exploring in the 
Annamite Mountains that run between Laos and 
Vietnam. 


Alterman said the Annamite Mountains are biologi- 
cally the most exciting area of the decade. There are ani- 
mals there, he said, that have never been seen before or 
haven’t been seen in the last 100 years. 

They also plan to go to Borneo to look for lorises in 
mangrove swamps. 

“While we are in Borneo, there will be a movie crew 
making a feature film about the life story of a friend of 
mine, Birute Galdikas, who has studied orangutans. 
Birute will be played by Isabella Rosselini,” Alterman 
said, 

Balster will watch animals that are active only at night 
and will do much of his work from 7:30 p.m. to 11:30 
p.m. Among the activities he will participate in are 
mountain climbing and swamp exploring. 


They plan to live in LacXao, which is in central La 
and then go out into the jungle for two to three weeks, 

“It is possible we will run into tigers, wild elephants 
and wild water buffalo. Professionals don’t take chances 
and they don’t have to. Erik and I will be pretty much 
safe,” he said. 

The living conditions also propose a challenge for 
them. 

Alterman said it will be the rainy season and there 
will be a lot of mud. They will get bitten, he Said, by 
bugs or leeches, too. 

He said Balster will get a chance to learn about world 
governments and ecology from the tropical to the equa-

They include, as Roberts said, “no more 
waiting (for materials), an article that is always ready, 
and no more interlibrary loans.” 

The new ProQuest will cost approximately $7,500 a 


year for Clarke to operate. An additional $300 for the 
CD-ROM back-up will also be added to the price of 
upgrading the library. 

“[ProQuest] is a way of expanding access on a cost- 
effective basis,” Roberts said. 

He said he hopes, with some luck, that the new data- 
base will be installed within a few weeks. 

Due to cost limitations and licensing, the new data- 
base will only be in the library. In time, however, it may
